This is the same as House Design No. 102, ar- 
ranged for summer or sea-shore house. It is in all 
respects like No. 102, except we furnish no sub- 
flooring or boxing and make the frame construction 
a little lighter with the sides covered with our drop 
siding.

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MODERN CATTLE AND HORSE BARN 



NEW METHODS IN ECONOMICAL CONSTRUCTION. 




The above illustration is a photograph of the very popular modern barn which we our- 
selves have designed and which has been built many times in all sections of the country. 

This barn is 52 feet wide by 84 feet 4 inches long. It can be built at a low cost by 
the use of our plans and material 

This Barn enables ample stable room for 36 cows and 6 horses; also allowing shelter 
when necessary, for 50 additional head. The hay-mow has a capacity for 50 ton of hay and 
the space for grainery, etc., can be used for machinery storage or any of the numerous other 
requirements about a modern barn. 

t The illustrations show very plainly how this Barn is made the most economical possible. 
In its construction, no material is wasted. 

There are many essentials to be considered in the planning of a Barn, requiring much 
forethought and study, and a variety of ideas prevail in different parts of the country concern- 
ing construction and other details. No one Barn is adapted to all the different requirements, 
but there are certain principles such as light, ventilation and convenience which will apply 
to all. 

The Modern Cattle and House Barn illustrated and described herein has been built in all 
parts of the country, and while numerous small details may differ, the same general plan and 
layout have been adopted. 

This Barn is more nearly adapted for the various requirements than any other known 
style, having ample light and ventilation, together with the fact that its arrangement is excel- 
lent and easily changed to suit another use or special requirements. 

One important question when building a barn is the location which must receive careful 
study, as when once built it cannot be readily removed. 

Next important, how large a barn is required and for what purpose is it intended? It 
is well to provide ample room for future use, although one can add an additional bay or two 
when old portion becomes too crowded. However, it costs less to foresee this need and build 
accordingly. The size is also regulated by the kind and quantity of crops; also the kind and 
number of head of stock. Write and outline the above conditions and our Architectural 
Department will advise you what size barn to build.

PLANK FRAMING- 

This modern method has been popularly adopted and is now generally used for all modern 
barns. By following our plans and instructions, this construction is found much more simple 
than the old method and also eliminates the useless struts, purlins, collar beams, etc., which 
seriously interfere with the hay fork and other modern crop handling and conveying apparatus. 

The very expensive timber construction has been gradually supplanted by this more 
modern construction made necessary by the scarcity of heavy timber and many who have 
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adopted the Plank Frame have found it stronger, cheaper and better, and wonder why some 
stick to the old way. It is but a matter of a few years when no other construction will be 
used, and we wish to be of all possible assistance to builders who wish to profit by our experience 
toward the correct use of the plank frame. 



The Barn illustrated and described as the Modern Cattle and House Barn is a very good 
example of this method of framing, and we recommend it for your consideration. 



CLEANLINESS. 

When building a dairy barn, cleanliness is one of the most necessary questions to be 
considered and is easily taken care of by the use of a concrete foundation and floor which can 
be sloped to drain in a gutter from there to a cess pool for collection as fertilizer. Concrete 
has been found more durable than any other material for this purpose. Its cost is small 
compared with the fact that it will not rot or wear out — it practically lasts forever. The 
floor can be laid out at any time after the Barn is completed, but the foundation should not 
be omitted, but should be built first before any lumber is cut and given ample chance to prop-

r erly set. While not necessary to lay a concrete floor for other than dairy barn, we have found 
that it is a profitable investment, worthy of careful consideration. The fact that it can be 
laid at any time should be allowed for in the following manner: Allow ample space over the 
-8 feet required for head room in basement portion for filling in previous to laying the concrete 
floor which should be at least 6 inches thick. It is also well to raise the Barn two or three 
feet above natural grade, thus forming a natural drainage away from same, together with 
other desirable advantages.

Another feature for cleanliness is the galvanized or wrought i-ron pipe stanchions and 
stalls for which we have special details. 

We also suggest a continuous manger for this barn when built to shelter and feed beef 
■ cattle. Being familiar with numerous cletails of a like nature, our experience will enable us 
to aid you in any work of this kind. 

The photograph of this Barn shows how it appears when complete, and anyone who is
